Of Education, Kerr Says 


“Every society reflects the 
educational system that func: | 
tions within it,” Dr. Clark Kerr, | 
president of the University of 
Californias, said in 4 Convocation 
address at URI last Thursday, 
marking the opening of the Uni 
versity’s 75th Anniversary. 

Dr, Kerr, introduced by Dr. 
Horn as a “clear, concise think- 
er’ said that “education may 
actually determine how nations 
evolve. In a monolithic and au- 
thoritarian society education 
produces more and more intel- 
lectuals to serve the needs of 
modernization. 

“These intellectuals are likely 
fo exert a growing and insistent 
pressure for more freedom and 
diversity, until ultimately the 
monolithic system cracks and 
some form of pluralistic society 
emerges, 

“There is evidence that this 
pressure is being exerted now, 
in Eastern Europe and even io 
Russia,” said Dr, Kerr in dis-
